WASHINGTON - the Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service, In 
another concession to farmers, said 
Monday it will allow migrant farm 
laborers Into the United Slates upon 
their word that they worked in past 
harvests. ‘ , ^ 

The INS previously had Insisted 
thot laborers’ have documents to 
prove they had harvested perishable 
crops here. But under pressure from 
farm groups and lawmakers from, 
the West and South, the agency 
modified Its rules. 

"We’re saying, OK you don t have 
to have full documentation but be 
able to say ‘1 worked 90 days for the 
following growers.’ ’’ INS Commis- 
sioner Alan C. Nelson said. He said 
workers would have td be "relatively 
specific as to where they worked and 
how lonfl."

Beginning Wednesday, Illegal 
aliens seeking Special Agricultural 
Worker status will fill out an ap- 
pllcotlon at a consulate or INS 
border processing center, pay their 
$185 fee. and slate who they worked 
for In post harvests and where. Bas- 
ed on that, the workers will be given 
.T 90-day temporary work authoriza- 
tion card and allowed to enter the 
country. Once here, they must col- 
lect the documents and turn them 
over to the INS before the 90 days 
expire. 

"Obviously what we want to do Is 
get qualUlcd people In as quickly as 
possible,” Nelson said. 

Growers have complained that 
confusion -over new immigration 


reforms have kept migrant workers 
home and as a result of the tabor 
shortage, thetr crops arc rotting on 
the vine. 

Last week, the INS agreed to let 
migrant workers who entered the 
United Slates prior to June 2C apply 
(or SAW status at an Immigration 
office here, rather than go back to 
Mexico to apply. The previous cutoff 
date had been May I. 

These actions by the INS arc 
designed to help growers get this 
year's crop out of the fields while 
starting migrant laborers on the 
legalization track. 

SAW Is one of .(be provisions of 
Immigration reforms approved by 
Congress last fall. It allows migrant 
workers to apply for temporary legal 
status if they were In this country 
between May 1965 and May 1986 and 
can prove thev worked In the oer-

"no final decision has been made” 
but that it could come quickly.

Economist suggests retraining farmers

WASHINGTON — Instead of spending billions 
on commodity programs, the government shouPd 
buy surplus land and help farmers move Into 
other jobs, economist LesterC. Thurow says. 

."Those in (arming and related Industries 
should be retrained and relocated, voluntarily, of 
course, .to areas where Jobs are ovallabte," said 
Thurow, the newly appointed dean of the Sloan 
School of Management at Massachusetts In- 
stltutc of Technology. 

“The sum that we now spend on farm subsidies 
would go a long way toward j>oylng for speh pro- 
grams.” ‘ I ■ ... • ' 

In areas of marginal production, Thurow sold, 
entire farms should be purchased and per- 
manently retired. The government has b«n 
operating a “whole-herd buyout program for 


dairy cows In an effort to curb surplus milk pro- 
duction, and ."there’s no reason why we can’t do 
the same (or land," he said. 

Thurow made hi? comments in an article, 
"Time to Retrain the American Farmers," In 
.the current Issue of Technology Review, an MIT 
publlcallon. 

What Thurow recommends would sanction as 
official policy much of the attrition that has .oc- 
curred in agriculture over many years. The 
number of (arms has been declining, people have 
been moving oft the land, and small-town 
America bu!R on local agriculture has been 
fading since at least World War II. 

"To do what we do now - pay farmers not to 
produce — is to pretend that at some point In the 
nol-loo-dlstonl future these formers and their 
■ land will go back Into production," Thurow said. 
"This sort of system discourages the very tran- 


sitions that must be encouraged." 

Thurow said a system of transitional aid (or 
farmers and surrounding communities Is the "on- 
ly one realistic option" available to 

'’'’-Thls^'Sn^ of course, is not attractive 
politically since those who would be aided by 
such a program don’t want to leave farming,” he 
said "Furthermore, those who represent farm-, 
ers don’t wish to sec them leave. As farm slates 
•become depopulated, some of the politicians will 
'lose their constituents anny of those countries, 
such as Pakistan, can now feed themselves. 

"In nations that are not scU-suHiclcnl, such as 
(be Soviet Union and countries Just south of the 
Sahara, the problem is clearly one of clflcicnlly 
organizing and distributing agricultural pro- 
ducts,” he said. “It Is not a question of knowing 
how to grow enough food.”

EPA may restrict 
pollution sources

WASHINGTON - The En- 
vironmental Protection Agency on 
Monday announced tentative plans 
to restrict construction of large new 
air pollution sources In 14 
metropolitan areas. 

These are not the most polluted 
areas,, but areas caught in what 
some of them feel Is a red-tape vio- 
lation. The agency said It was acting 
generally because slate air pollution 
control plans for those areas show 
they won't meet federal air quality 
standards for cither ozone or carbon 
monoxide by, the Dec. 31 deadline or 
soon after. . 

The turn of scores of other dirty 
areas — those for which papers are 
In order — will come later this 
summer, EPA said. However, only 
about a dozen of thcm'arc expected 
to face similar restrictions on con- 
struction because most areas are 
near compliance. 

One of the 14 areas — Cleveland — 
could lose federal highway aid and 
air pollution program grants (or not 


living up to n committment to In- 
spect cars for cxlijust pollution. It 
was the only area proposed, for a fi- 
nancial' penalty, and EPA officials 
said they did not know how much 
money was involved. 

EPA Administrator Lee M. 
Thomas said in a statement the 
agency wants to reserve such harsh 
penalties for situations "only when 
there is no longer a reasonable pro- 
spect that the slate will progress at 
a satisfactory pace.” 

Though air pollution professionals 
refer to construction "bans," the 
builder of a large new pollution 
source ~ Ions a year or more, 
such as a refinery, a steel mill or a 
large paint shop ~ may go ahead if 
lie can win emission reductions from 
other sources to offset what the new 
project would add to the at- 
mosphere.

Hansen: Suit 
will correct 
‘injustices’ 

PETERSBURG, Va. (AP) - 
Former* Idaho Rep. George V. 
Hansen -said Monday his lawsuit 
against the federal government 
stemming from his arrest on a 
parole violation will help correct 
"the injustices of the Justice 
Department.” ■ ^ / . 

Hansen, an Inmate at the Federal 
CorrccUonal Institute here, told 
reporters he filed the suit because 
his civil rights were violated when 
he was taken Into custody April 15 in 
Omaha. 

“1 was arrested in Omaha without 
a warrant — that’s kidnapping,’’ 
said Hansen. He accused Inc gov- 
ernment of violating his rights of 
free speech and equal prolccUon and 
■ his rights against illegal search and 
seizure ano Imprisonment without 
due process. , 

Hansen. 56, was released on parole 
Dec. 19 from the Pclcrsburg prison, 
where had been serving a sentence 
for failure to disclose more than 
*300,000 in loans as required by the 
1978 Ethics la Government Act. 

A condition of parole required him 
to remain in Virginia and to flic 
periodic financial reports. But 
Hansen had requested a modifica- 
tion to allow him to travel outside 
Vlrj^ia to give lectures as a 
poliucal consulunt. 

"My business is ongoing, deals 
with people who have problems with 
or the government,” he said. 
Hansen nled the suit in U.S. 
District Court in Alexandria after he- 
was brought back to Virginia. He 
spent about a month In the Alexan- 
dria jail before he was returned to

TMf IWwm’s Challenge 
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Magic VciUey should 
keep an eye on river 


Since it appears the city slickers from Tacoma 
may be trying to pull. a fast one on us country folk, 
Magic Valley residents should keep one eye pointed 
toward Bliss in the coming months. 

As the electricity-hungry utility and city olliclals 
from Tacoma scramble to cut a deal with Idaho 
Power to build a new hydroelectric project on the 
Snake River near Bliss, Magic Valley residents 
should be asking themselves, “What’s in it for me?” 

If this project gets the go-ahead, it appears that 
the Snake River gets a spanking-new dam, Tacoma 
gets some cheap power to fuel its urban sprawl, 
Idaho Power gets some bucks, the sturgeon get the 
death sentence, and Whitewater cnthusiasts^will be 
up the creek without a paddle. ' ~ * 

The $200 million proposal for an 86-megawatt dam 
follows a solo attempt by IPC to build a -dam at the 
same site. The Federal Energy Regulatory Commis- 
sion rejected that application because IPC could not 
demonstrate the need for the power. 

Now, Tacoma and Idaho Power are exploring a 
joint project where Tacoma would tap power from a 
new dam near Bliss while IPC would wait to use it 
until the late 1990s. IPC still doesn’t need the power, 
but Tacoma hungers for it. 

The western Washington city is now fed mostly by 
the Bonneville Power Administration. But due to a 
decline in sales i n th e North west an d Califo rnia, the_ 
BPA is raising Us rates'. So Tacoma hopes to satisfy - 
its cravings with some cheap Snake River power, 
straight from the Magic Valley. 

And IPC could benefit on construction costs from 
the tax-exempt bonds Tacoma could float to fund the 
project. 

So it’s nice that the city of Tacoma and Idaho 
Power see some advantages in one hand washing the 
other in this water project. But, again, what does the 
• Magic Valley and the state get out of another dam on 
: the Snake River? 

'There's no denying the short-term benefits would 
include an influx of money and some local employ- 
ment from the construction project. But it’s likely 
that most of the contractors and construction 
workers will come from outside the area, leaving the 
Magic Valley open to a bodm and bust cycle, the bust 
coming after the dam is completed. 

Magic Valley residents will have to decide whether 
that short-term benefit, not one that is so easily 
dismissed in light of the recent announcement that 
Tupperware is closing its Jerome plant, is worth the 
negatives of this project. 

At the meeting Thursday attended by Tacoma and 
Idaho officials, Jerry Conley, state director of the 
Idaho Department of Fish and Game, vividly pointed 
out one 01 the major disadvantages of building a dam 
forTacoma. 

“If these scald of developments are done by out-of- 
state interests,” he asked, "then when we need elec- 
tricity, will we go into other sites (on the Snake) 
more damaging or have to buy power out of state at 
higherprices?” That is a good question. 

Another is whether Tacoma’s demand for electric 
power is best met by damming the Snake. There are 
literally dozens of sites in Washington which Tacoma 
might consider if it has to build a huge hydro dam. 

But we think it should consider, lirst, small hydro 
co-generation, of which there is enormous potential 
in me Northwest, much of it with little environmen- 
tal impact. 

The' Bliss dam project made little sense a decade 
ago when Idaho Power proposed it. Despite Tacoma’s 
fervent appeal, we see little at this juncture which 
recommends the Bliss dam project today. 


The U.S. Supreme Court, in striking down 
Louisiana’s "Creallonlsm Act," has squelched 
one more attempt to teach bo^s science In the 
public schools.

Wisely, the Supreme Court was not drawn Into 
a realm where it has no expertise; it did not at- 
tempt to compare the relative scientific merits 
of creationism or evolution. Such weighing of 
evidence for and against scientific premises and 
explanations is the proper realm of Uic scicnUfic 
community. Our world leadership in scientific 
and technological advances demonstrates that 
this community pursues its task with vigor. 

Testing the validity of scientific assertions is 
not the realm of the courts, and neither is it the 
realm of slate legislatures. While legislators 
may be Intelligent makers of law, the ability to 
govern docs not attest to any significant knowl- 
edge of science or the process of science. 
Legislating what is acceptable science is a 
foolish endeavor for a stale, especially when such 
legislation runs counter to prevailing scientific 
understanding. 

In support of the creationism law, Louisiana 
filed a brief before the Supreme Court which in- 
cluded affidavits from two biochemists and a 
physicist. The gist of their commentary: Evolu- . 
tion science has apparent discrepancies between 
facts and the explanation of those facts by 
theory. Any competent biologist can tell you 
that the mechanism by which evolution works, 
the theory, is currcntyl being debated In the 
scientific community to explain the facts of 
evolution, the fossil record. Nearly all scientists 
agree that life formscvolvc. 

The affidavits went on to say that because of 
these discrepancies, creationism is the 
legitimate alternative. Only. In a two-allcmatlve 
universe will disproving one allemallvc 
automatically validate the other. Seldom is that 
the case in real science in the real world. And 

mprrly pointin g out pro blems In evolution 

science docs not constitute disproof. 

What is even more untenable about the "Crea- 
tionism Act" is that it would have public schools 
leach a completely unsupported, undocumented, 
and unscientific set of ideas as science. "Crea- 
tion science" research is not iound in recognized 
scientific Journals, because it proceeds from an

Eight U.S. military veterans, including several 
from the Vlclnam War, staged a 115 kilometer 
march for pcac.i through the heart of Contra ac- 
tivity in northern Nicaragua In late Marchof 
this year.

There is no fail-safe system in place to trace AIDS spread 


DENVER — If Beth Dillon has a working 
motto, it’s a very modest one: “Most people 
arcnotsociopathic." 

Most people - if they know they’ve been 
infected with the AIDS virus - will not go 
out and bite Ihcir prison guard, or lum 
tricks, or share their used needles, or gel 
pregnant. What they need Is to know. 

This Is why Dillon Is part of the team of 
public-health workers who do AIDS-contact 
tracing. The team tries to locate, one by 
one, people who have been exposed to so- 
meone with the virus. 

They go out and talk to them, cspcclalty to 
those who may have no reason to suspect 
exposure. They encourage them to be tested, 
counsel them about “safe” behavior and 
then hope they've cut off another route of 
transmlsslqn. 

They do It because, as Dillon says, "Those 
who say this is a disease of consent arc full 
of baloney. A black woman who has sex with 
airoccasionai IV drug user doesn't know 
she's at risk. She doesn't watch Ted Kop- 
pel.” And these contact tracers do It

because “we’re devastated by what we’ve 
seen of AIDS. What motivates us is reaching 
one person." 

Back in what Fred Wolf, the AIDS coor- 
dinator for the Colorado Department of 
Health, refers to ruefully as "the good old 
days," public-health officials traced the 
path of syphilis and gonorrhea to offer a 
cure. When AIDS began to spread and a test 
for the virus was devised, Colorado became 
the first state to do contact tracing for 
AIDS as well. But without a cure insight. 

Today there are 400 known cases of AIDS 
in Colorado, about 2,700 known to be infected 
with the virus, and perhims as many as 
15,000 actually infected. But the public- 
health department has operated this pro- 


gram in the midst of enormous controversy 
and heated name-calling. \ 

Much of the anxiety revolves around the 
state law that require^^ laboratoiii^to 
report the names of those who test positive 
for the AIDS virus to the Department of 
Health. The law protects confidcntiailty, but 
there is, somewhere, a lockcd-up list of 
names of the Infected. It Is this vision of a 
list that alarms many in civil liberties and 
gay-rights circles. No matter how fervently 
the Department of Health Insists that no 
name has ever leaked, there are no guaran- 
tees. 

Many worry that reporting scares people 
off from taking the test. The Colorado health 
department’s director. Dr. Tom Vernon, 
assumes that it docs scare some and that . 
others taking the test may do so under false 
names. 

But there arc largcrqucstlonsaboutcon- 
tact tracing as other cities and states 
debate and sometimes adopt variations on 
this program. Is conlacl tracing an accept- 
able option, something that falls between 
leaflets and lockups, more direct than mass 


education and surely less draconian than 
quarantine? 

Arguments over AIDS rigidify quickly into 
heated debates between those who fight for 
the civil rights of .the infected and those who 
fight for the public health of the uninfected. 
The Colorado program falls somewhere In 
between. 

It is, to begin with, voluntary. The work 
depends on voluntary testing, the willing 
divulgcncc of contact names and their vol- 
untary testing in turn. The one tight not 
assured Is the right of a contact to remain 
ignorant.'As Dr. Vernon says, "We believe 
that our overriding moral duty is to warn." 

Precisely because the program operates in 
the middle of a mine field of anxiety, it is 
especially vulnerable. Vulnerable to both 
charges of "fascism" and charges of laxity. 
If one name leaks, the necessary trust will 
be Irrevocably broken. If the public 
witnesses one series of "sociopaths" — what 
public-health people call "rare 
recalcitrants” — the demand for safety may 
ride right over civil liberties, even common 
sense. 


"This morning, a social worker said to me, 
'What do wc do about an HIV-posItivc 
(vlrus-car^ing);molhcr?’" says Dr. Vernon. ' 
"We talkcino her, said she shouldn’t 
breast-feed her baby, and she is anyway. I 
don’t know what wc do." And what of the 
woman they contacted a year ago, a woman 
who carries the virus and has begun a new 
relationship, another contact to be traced? 

The reality is that there is not going to be 
one way to limit the spread of AIDS. There is 
no fail-safe system that wouldn’t deeply of- 
fend our entire history of respect for in- 
dividuals. But docs that mean wc sit Im- 
mobilized whijc one group cries against any 
lesline and another cries for quarantining? 

In Colorado, aTcam of publfc-hcaljh of-' 
flcials goes out and talks to people, one by 
one, people wh6 might otherwise pass on the 
disease without even knowing it. They arc

aquarium pool. 

; Researchers said they could recall 
no other such effort to rescue, raise 
and return three whales to the sea. 

Scientists hope the 2-ycar-old, 
l,000;pound marine mammals Join a 
herd, or pod, of other pilot whales In 
tliii'arca. 

The jet-black calves’ fate will help 
scientists determine If they should 
Inlcrferc in future beachlngs. In 
which whales overheat and suffer 
sdCere internal Injuries from the 
erp^h of Ihclr own weight without 
tbebuoyancy of water. 

IThe whales, dubbed Notch, Big 
Brylc and Baby, were released 
about 115 miles from Boston's New 
l'2Q{land Aquarium, whose scientists 
cared for the whales and came up 
wUh-lhc idea to return them to the 
otean. 

• The three males quickly joined a 
^roup o( dolphins and began cavor- 
Ijng. swimming on their backs and 
oorkscrewing through the water, 
dquarlum officials said. Their dorsal 
fjns had an ceric glint, coated like a 
lifeguard's nose with zinc oxide for 
lliQiectlon from the sun until their 
skin toughens.

They "Immediately 
linked up with Notch," said Miml 
Simpson, an aquarium employee 
aboard an observation vessel. 

Radio transmitters were attached 
to all three whales before release so 
they can be tracked. A satellite 
transmitter was attached to Big 
Brute's dorsal fin as a backup. The 
tags were designed to fall off after 
about six months. 

The ship will track them until its 
return to port Thursday, after which 
satellites and occasionally planes 
will provide the monitoring for a 
month. 

The aquarium searched for several 
days for large groups of whales that 
the three newcomers might join. Of- 
ficials said about 100 whales were in 
the vicinity of the release site. 

"We have a lot to learn from this," 
she said.

CARTHAGE, Tcnn. (AP) - Sen. 
Albert Gore Jr. began his long-shot 
campaign for the 1988 Democratic 
presidential nomination on Monday, 
standing In the brilliant sunshine on 
- courthouse steps to declare “we no 
longer' have the luxury of waiting” 
to face the challenges of the future. 

The 39-ycar-oId politician from the 
rolling hills of Middle Tennessee 
declared that a “young and eager 
and restless nation” is ready to elect 
him the youngest president In its 
history — Just as voters In 1960 turn- 
ed to another young man. 

“Twenty-seven years ago, the 
voters of America, looking for the 
strength and hope of a new genera- 
tion, replaced the oldest man ever to 
serVe in the office of the presidency 
with the youngest ever to be elected 
to that office. 1 believe they arc 
ready to do so again,” he said. 

In I9G0, the voters picked John F. 
Kennedy to follow Dwight D, 
Eisenhower. If elected, Gore would 
be 40 on Inauguration Day 1989, suc- 
ceeding Ronald Reagan, the oldest 
man ever to occupy the Oval Office. 

Gore, the first Vietnam veteran to 
make a serious bid for the White 
House talked of war and making nu- 
clear warobsolctc. 

“I served in Vietnam,” Gore said. 
"I know the importance of protec- 
ting our national security. I know 
there must be better ways to resolve 
our differences than through war. 

"On the obcll.sk in front of me arc 
the names of eight young soldiers 
from Carthage who paid the 
ultimate price in that conflict; Joe 
Taylor. James Stllz, Glenn Pope, Joe 
Midgctl. James Donald Stallings^

In some 
areas they arc ahead of us.”

Bultrcy officials Monday announced the sale 
of three Boise supermarkets to Albertson's Inc. 
and the shutting of^ur others in Boise and 
Pocatello. J 

By wlthdr avrin^ rom those markets, the Salt 
Lake Cliy-b'ascd , chain will "re-deploy Its 
resources into areas where its operations arc 
doing well," executives said In a prepared 
statement. 

All but one store will change hands or close 
on July 22. The remaining supermarket, 
located In Boise, will be remodeled and .open 
under the Albertson's name this fall. 

Buttrey stores at Twin Palls and Idaho Falls 
survived the strategic move. "We felt that 
those stores arc doing reasonably well and wc 


can eontlnud to operate Ihem/v said .Kathy 
Lowe, vice president and general' counsel for 
Skaggs Alpha Beta loc„ Butlrcy's Immediate 
parent company.' 

Rumors had been swirling through the 
grocery industry In Twin Fails and Boise last 
week about the impending sole of Buttrey’s 
'ouUcbr-U> Albertson’s. Lowe said talk about 
the Twin Falls store amounted to speculation. 

Details, of the sale of the three Boise stores 
to .Albertson’s still are being concluded, she 
saidr'Thc two food retailers began negotiating 


0 deal within the past few weeks, Lowe said. 
Terms were not released. 

Bultrcy managers and employees were being 
Informed Monday about the coti»rate decision. 
Close to 540 employees will be affected by the 
changes. Buttrey will try to find buyers for the 
four stores being closed, the company said In 
its statement. 

The Twin Falls store, a combination food and 
drug center at Blue Lakes Shopping Center, 
employs GO workers. Buttrey Drug Manager 


-Lon Aiidel at ^wln' Falls said rum'ors were 
prevalent last week, but nothing was certain 
until Monday’s meeting In Boise with Idaho 
managers. 

■ Low'e indicated Bultrcy plans to operate the 
Twin Falls and Idaho Falls stores indefinitely. 
"Wc will simply continue (o operate those 
stores and hope they do well," she said. 

Bultrcy and Skaggs Alpha Beta arc part of 
giant American Stores Inc. of Salt Lake City, 
the country's third-Iargcst food rclallcr with 
l.498storcs. 

In the year ending Jan. 31, American Stores 
posted sales of $14 billion and profits of $U9.2 
million. 

Published reports by analysts report 
American is In the midst of a restructuring 
program to cut costs. It also Is- sprucing up 
older stores and opening new super drug stores 
and combination food-drug outlcls. 

BuUrcy generally lias operated combination 
stores in Idaho.

Fugitivenot , 
tied to vehicle 
desetiption

BURLEY - Officers across 
southern Idaho and eastern Oregon 
continue to search for a fugitive 
wanted for questioning in the June 9- 
strangulation death of Lla Szubert of 
Twin Falls, but the manhunt Is 
hampered because officers' are 
unable to tic him to any vehicle 
description. 

Althou^ Darren O’Neall. 27, has 
not been connected to the Szubert 
death, otllcers say he was believed 
to have been In the Mountain Home 
area where the young woman disap- 
peared June 9. Her body was. found 
two days later near LaGrandc, Ore. 

Cassia County Sheriff Billy Crystal 
said several sightings of O'Ncoll In 
Burley a week ago confirmed that 
the fugitive was In the area. But 
since that time, he said reports from 
persons who believed they may have 
seen the man In Burley have not 
been confirmed. 

"In each case since last Monday, 
wc have been unable to verify all of 
the factors that would tell us 
O'Ncall Is still in this area,” Crystal 
said. "But we are sure he was here 
as late as a week ago, and possibly 
for two or three clays." 

Crystal said an attempted abduc- 
tion involving a Burley area woman 
has since been determined to have 
involved someone other than 


O'Ncall. That woman described the 
abductor's vehicle as a blue van. 

Since that report is now believed 
to involve some other suspect, 
Crystal said, officers have no 
description of a vehicle in which 
- O'Ncall could be traveling, which 
makes a search along the freeways 
extremely difficult. Crystal said 
there has not been an arrest or Iden- 
tification made in the attempted 
abduction in Burley at this time. 

"The longer wc go without confir- 
ming any more sightings of O’Ncall, 
(he more wc are fed (o belfcve he Is 
no longer in this area." Crystal said. 

He added there arc still reports 
being received, and all are being 
carefully followed up and will con- 
tinue to be investigated. 

Szubert was murdered after her 
small car broke down near Mountain 
Home June 9 as she was driving from 
Twin Falls to Boise. She -was last, 
seen about 4 p.m. on thot date when 
she made a telephone call from the 
Gear Jammer restaurant. 

Federal Bureau of Investigation 
officers have Issued a bulletin seek- 
ing O'Ncall in conncctlOfT with sev- 
eral other crimes Including murder 
and for questioning in the Szubert 
death. 

Mountain Home Police Lt. Dave 
Purscll said Monday there have been 
no new leads there but the in- 
vestigation is continuing. 


DWR: Water was 
diverted illegally

TWIN FALLS - A Jefferson Coun- 
ty water dispute involving allcga- 
lions of water diversion without a 
permit may have application to 
southern Idaho where claims ol 
similar practices arc under in- 
vestigation. according to the state 
Department of Water Resources. 

Blaine Larsen, a Hamer larmcr, 
has been diverting groundwater this 
spring without a permit, claims the 
state Department of Water 
Resources. DWR ordered him to 
cease and desist after receiving 
complaints from the public and sen- 
ding DWR Inspectors to the diver- 
sions, said Gary Spackman, DWR 
water allocation supervisor. 

Last fall DWR fined Larsen $4,800 
for illegally diverting water to a dif- 
ferent parcel farmlands, said 
Spackman. 

The latest dispute will be heard 
July 15-17 at a DWR hearing in Idaho 
Falls. 

Slate law says if DWR finds a per- 
son is diverting water from a water 
course or groundwater without a 
permit, then the DWR director may 
issue an order telling the person to 
cease and desist. 

Any person who violates the order 
shall be fined $100 for each day 


following the service of the order, 
according to Idaho Code. 

In addition lo the hearing next - 
month, there Is also court action 
pending on the Larsen case. 

DWR is asking 7th District Judge 
Grant Young to order Larsen to stop 
diverting any more wotcr this 
season, said Spackman and Jeff 
Fcrcday, Larsen's atlorncy. No 
hearing date has been set.. 

Meanwhile. Larsen ask'6d the stale 
Supreme Court to stop Young from 
hearing Ihc case until DWR has its 
hearing In Idaho Falls, said Fcrcday.

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Governor requests federcil funds 
to offsetsummer drought effects

BOISE — Gov. Cecil Anorm is still 
trying to convince federal 
agricultural officials to release gov- 
ernment funds to help offset the ef- 
fects of this summer’s drought. 

^ In another letter to the U.S. 
i AgCkultural Department — this one 
to Acting Undersecretary LaVeme 
Ausman — Andrus repeated his re- 
quest that the Emergency Conser- 
vation Program be modlfi<^ to allow 
money from it to be used for 
emergency well drilling. ' 

The governor said the current 
assistance offered the state under 
that program, totalling 1500,000, can 
be used only for livestock, orchards 
and vineyards, leaving growers of 


high-value row crqps with little in 
the way of help to case the Impact of 
what may be the worst drou^l in a 
decade. 

“It is unlikely we will find enough 
qualified applicants to use the 
funds." Andrus wrote. "We are left 
In a position of having excess funds 
■ while farmers' requests for well- 
drilling assistance go totally unfill- 
ed." 

Andrus also said aid offered under 
the Farmers Home Administration 
conservation ' programs is too 
restrictive to be useful, and recall- 
ing the letter he wrote to the 
department three weeks ago, the 
governor said those programs must 
be modified to permit their financ- 
ing provisions to underwrite new 


wells and other temporary or per? j 
.manent focllltics to help growers ' 
cope with the water shortage. ' 

"No amount of spring and summer . . 
rain will make up the deficit,” he 
said. "Our only option to reduce crop 
loss was to drill emergency wells. . . 

. Further, ! remind you that in 1977, 
under similar circumstances, USDA 
saw fit to amend the program for , 
this purpose.” 

Andrus has also asked the federal 
government to Issue disaster dec- 
larations for 13 Idaho 'counties where 
officials already sec severe damage 
from Inadeouate water supplies, but 
he conceded that those declarations 
cannot be made until after the grow- 
ing season 1s over and crop damage - 
can be fully assessed.

individuals In the boat were thrown 
to the ground by the Impact Of- 
ficers said the two were fortunate 
not to have landed in the rocky Area 
near the shoreline. 

The water skier, Leonard Thomp- 
son of Twin Falls, was able to drop 
the tow rope and avoid the accident. 
Officers said there was extensive 
damage to the boat

The rules are aimed at protecting groundwater In 
the state. Other changes are hlMcr bonding re- 

• quirements for well drUlers and the DWR director 
can name areasof "drilling concern.” 

DWR Is also planning a survey of artesian wells In 
Idaho during tne summer. Wells containing waste 
water, will require repair or proper abandonment, 
DWR Mid.

WASHINGTON (AP) — New home 
sales plummeted 14.9 percent In 
May, the biggest decline In more 
than five years, os a sharp spike In 
mortgage rotes drove first-lime 
home buyers out"of the market,- the 
government reported Monday. 

The Commerce Department said 
new singtc-ramlly homes were sold 
at a scasonolly adjusted annual rate 
of GIG, 000 units In May while the me- 
dian price of a new home shot up to o 
record ttOG, 800. 

Analysts attributed the Jump in 
home prices to the fact that many 
first-time buyers, who normally pur- 
chase Icss-expcnsivc homes, had 
been driven out of the market by the 
higher mortgage rates. With fewer 
low-priced homes sold, both the me- 
dian and average sales prices In- 
creased. 

Unless there Is a downword revi- 
sion In later reports, the May In- 
crease morked the first time the 
median price of a new home has top- 
ped $100,000. The May increase put 
prices 9.1 percent higher than In 
April, when lhc< median nricc of a 


new home was $97,000. The median 
price means half the homes sold for 
more and half for less. 

In addition to the Jump in median 
prices, the averoge price .of a home 
rose as well, climbing iO.3 percent to 
a record $129,600 In May. 

The 14.9 percent drop In sales 
followed a slight 1.0 percent increase 
in April and was the biggest monthly 
sales decline since a 19.5 percent 
plunge in January 1982, when the 
country was mired In a recession. 

The May decline, which left the 
annual sales rate at its lowest point 
since December 1984, was blamed on 
a big jump in mortgage rales caused 
by financial market jitters over ris- 
ing Inflation and a weaker dollar. 

After declining to a nine-year low 
of about 9 percent in late March, fix- 
ed-rate mortgages shot up to a high 
of 10.81 percent on May 22. They 
have retreated slightly since then 


pnd now stand at 10.35 percent, ac- 
cording to a weekly survey by the 
Federal Home Loan Mortgage Corp. 

“.The sharp decline in sales during 
May demonstrates that housing Is 
still an Interest-rale sensitive In- 
dustry;” said James Fischer, presi- 
dent of the National Association of 
Home Builders. “But the consumer 
uncertainly created by the volatility 
of financial markets during April 
and May has now subsided with mor- 
tgage rales stabilizing in recent 
weeks/’ 

Fischer predicted that mortgage 
rates would remain in a range of 10 
percent to 10.S percent in coming 
months and he said this would con- 
tribute to total sales of around 
700.000 units this year, stiil a healthy 
pace although down 7 percent from 
1986. 

“We are looking at an Industry 


that has been hard-hit by the rise in 
Interest rates, but It has not been 
clobbered,” said Lyle Gramlcy, chief 
economist for the Mortgage Bonkers 
Association. “With interest rates 
having come down a bit and thc_ 
lurmoU In the mortgage markets 
behind us. we should expect some 
recovery of home sales from the low 
May rate.” 

In the first five months of 1987, 
sales of new homes have fallen 13.5 
percent from the same period a year 
ago. 

James Christian, chief economist 
tor the U.S. League of Savings In- 
stitutions. 'predicted that mortgage 
rates will begin rising once agoln in 
the second holt of the year os the 
economy strengthens, with rates 
edging up to 11 percent by 
December. 

The May decline in sales followed a 


revised 1.0 percent April increase, 
which initially had been reported at 
a much stronger 7, 6 percent gain. 

For May, sales were down 
substantially In all parts of the 
country, led by a 34.5 percent plunge 
In the Midwest, which left sales 
there at an annual rale ol 78,000 
units. 

Sales were down 12.5 percent in 
the South, which accounted for 
almost half of the new homes sold 
last year, dropping the annual rale 
to 253,000 unll.s In that area. 

In the Northeast, sales were off 
10.3 percent to a rale of 105,000 
units, and in the West, sales declined 
9.5 percent to a rale of 181.000 units. 

The big drop in sales pushed 
builders’ Inventory of unsold new 
homes up lo a 7.1 month supply at 
the May sales rate, compared with 
5.9 months In April.

The Dow Jones average of 30 In- 
dustrials rose 10.05 to' 2.44G.91, 
recouping much of Friday's, 14.19- 
pQlnt loss. But some other, broader 
market measures showed little life. 

Volume on the New York Stock 
Exchange dwindled to 142.49 million 
shares from 150.54 million In the 
previous session. 

Texaco climbed I5ii to 39'A in ac- 
tive trading. The company said It 
was encouraged by tne Securities 
and Exchange Commission's deci- 
sion to file a frlend-of-lhe-courl brief 
on a potentially key point in Tex- 
aco's legal dispute with PcnnzoU 
over the takeover of Getty Oil. 

PcnnzoU shares fell 4 to 78% . 

Mony other energy stocks also 
were strong on word that the 
Organization of Petroleum Expor- 
ting Countries ogrded To hold pro- 
.ductlonV later this year ot lower 
levels than previously planned. 

Amerada Hess rose 2% to 38%; 
British Petroleum 1% to 74%; Exxon 
2% to 93%; Mobil 1% to 51%; 


Chevron 1% lo 61%, and Maxus 
Energy IWi to 13%. 

Among the oil service and drilling 
stocks, Schlumbcrgcr added 1% to 
46%; Halliburton 1% lo 38%; Baker 
Hughes % to 22%. and Tidewater 
inc. % to 9%. 

Korea Fund scored one of the day's 
biggest percentage gains.

WASHINGTON lAP) - The 
Justice Department announced 
Monday it Is seeking a delay of the 
request by a Greyhound bus lines af- 
filiate to begin operating Trallways 
Lines Inc. Immediately. 

The Justice Department asked the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
to defer action on the request until 
the department determines whether 
Trollways qualifies as a “falling 
firm” under antitrust laws. 

GLl Acquisition . Co., affiliated 
with Greyhound, wants lo begin 
operating Trallways Immediately, 
pending an iCC decision on the com- 
panies' merger proposal. 

Granting GL! Acquisition's re- 


quest “would not only move the na- 
tion Immediately from two national 
bus systems to one, but it would 
probably preclude” the ICC from 
restoring competition If it subse- 
quently found that a permanent 
merger would be anticompetitive, 
the Justice Depariment said. 

Greyhound Lines Inc. announced 
plans June 19 lo buy Trallways for 
$80 million In a deal that, if approved 
by the government, would make It 
the country’s only notional Inter- 
city bus company. 

The companies have contended 
that Trallways. which has been 
struggling to keep operating, 


qualifies as a failing firm. Four 
years ago, the privately held 
Trallways sought to sell slock to the 
public, but was unable to attract in- 
vestors. It also has failed lo attract 
support ' of labor unions for an 
employee stock ownership plan and 
failed last year In efforts to attract 
a buyer. 

Under the foiling firm doctrine of 
antitrust law. which the Justice 
Department says It Is now reviewing 
as It applies lo Trallways, the com- 
pany to be purchased must show 
that it will be unable to meet finan- 
cial obligations with existing assets. 
It also must establish that no other 
firm rcprcsenling less of a threat lo 


competition Is willing lo buy the 
assets. 

The Justice Department "has Just 
begun lo receive, relevant informa- 
tion on Trallways' financial condi- 
tion and is In the process of assess- 
ing the correctness of the com- 
panies' allegations." said Charles F. 
Rule, acting assistant attorney 
general in charge of the antitrust 
division. V 

GLl Actiuisitlon is a subsidiary of 
GLI Holding Co., which controls 
through stock' holdings the five com- 
panies that make up Greyhound. 

The Justice Department made its 
filing with the ICC late Friday. 


Baby Boomers reach spending peak 


Baby Boomers — the children born right after 
World War II - areno longer babies. 

The oldest are now entering their '40s. Before 
you forget the phenomenon they created, exactly 
who arc these people?

Statistically, the big Jump occurred Im- 
mediately after the war with 3.4 million births In 
1946. a significant rise over the 2.9 million born In 
1945. More than 4 million babies were born In 
1964. the last year of the boom. Our nation's 
birth rate has not gone over that 4 million mark 
since. 

What docs all of this mean? 

In addition to their sheer volume, the reason 
this group has been the focus of so much atten- 
tion : As they approach the height of their earn- 
ing power, they also have been reaching their 
spending peaks. 

"In the ‘50s, everyone was trying lo 'keep up 
with the Joneses’ with predictable scqucnccsof 
spending: first a Ford, then an Olds, then a Cad- 
dy," notes Steve Barnett, an anthropologist who 
is chairman of Research & Forecasts Inc. In New 

“Today It’s much more unpredictable with dif- 
ferent styles and trends and with the Idea that 
one can be a business executive by day and a 
rockslarby night." 

Key point ; These 22- lo 40-ycar-olds are not as 
easily pigeonholed as their parents or grand- 


parents. As 0 result: MuchtIme — ond money — 
Is spent to create images.

11 any. understan- 
ding Of the Depression. While the parents of the 
oldest boomers and the grandparents and 
great-grandparents of somcol the younger ones 
grew up during that ero. their offspring ore 
totally unaware. 

• Marriage comes much laler, ond families arc 
much smaller for boomers. The overage family 
size has been steadily shrinking. In 1986 this fam- 
ily consisted of 3.2 members, ogalnst 1966, when 
the average wos 3.7. 

“Not only ore people having children later In 
life,” notes Carl Pricsllantl. chief economist of 
American Apparel Manufacturers Association, 
"but thcrcorc fewer children In each family, and 
parents tend to spend more on the first child.” 

• The concept of “saving for the future” Is little 
more than a cliche that has largely been replac- 
ed by credit cards. While personal debt spirals to 
record levels, much of It Is highly concentrated 
In this group. [ " 

As consumers, boomers have embraced im- 
ports to meet lljclr growing demands for cars, 
cameras, clothing and the like. Young singles, 
wiui fewer family commitments, lend lo vaca- 
tion and dine out more frequently than their 
parents, who typically looked to retirement or at 
least middle age to enjoy those luxuries. 


Spending has certainly been stimulated, par- 
ticularly with the new technologies offered. Last 
year's enormous durable goods binges — 
everything from personal computers to VCRs — 
revealed that boomers arc clearly young and 
adaptable enough, and more than willing to 
adopt these new technologies. 

* Mergers and corporate restructurings have 
pulled Ihc onee-slurdy corporate ladder with 
clearly designated rungs out from under these 
boomers. Staying with an employer for more

Ryzhkov diselosed that 13 percent 
of Sovkt tndnstrial enterprises ran 
In the, red last year and that the 
state ti*easary paid SS1.6 blUlon to 
oner hKfaistria] debts. 

“We have to eliminate economic D- 
literacy. We have to amass new ex- 
perience and share that experience 
with everybody,” he told parliament 
on the opening day of its summer 


The 1,500-member parliament, of- 
ficially > the nation's .highest 
legislative body, will formally adopt 
next week the Hist measure of 12 
naitahred In an economic reform 
plan ebampfamed by Soviet leader 
Mikhail S. GorbachCT and approv^ 
hylheCommnnisl Parly leade^ip. 

The reform blueprint aims at forc- 
ing enterprises to become financially 
self-snfncicnt by revamping the 
system of pricing and supp^, linking 
workers' wages to job performance, 
and enreing powers of state 
buicaucrats. 

The plan represents a dramatic 
break from the state-financed 
“command economy” that has been 
the Soviet ideal since Josef V.

Stalin's rule. Proponents say such an 
economy Is necessary to increase 
productivity and improve the quali- 
ty of goods. 

Applause rolled through the high- 
celling, Oolonnadcd hall of the 
Kremlin Palace as the Soviet leader- 
ship. led by Gorbachev and Presi- 
dent Andrei A. Gromyko, walked to 
their scats. The session, the 
legislature's first since November. 


opened at 10 a. m.

Speaking from a podium In front of 
a 20-foot-high statue of Lenin.

Ryzhkov raised the possibility 
that state organs could be 
eliminated under the reforms and 
said that In the Baltic republic of 
Estonia, plans were being considered ' 
to merge five ministries. 

He criticized government 
employees loyal only to the interests 
of their department, and said the 
"new way of thinking finds Its way 
ahead slowly.” 

He singli^ out bureaucracy and 
"formalism” In thought as the most 
dangerous enemies of reform, saying 
they would be fought "with all 
methods and means.” 

The deputies, many of them In 
stale and party jobs that could be 
greatly altered or even eliminated 
by the reforms, were silent as 
Ryzhkov spoke. They applauded at 
the end, and Ihe meeting was ad- 
journed. 

Politburo member Gcldar A. Aliev, 
64, rumored lo be ailing, did not at- 
tend the opening session, considered 
a command appearance for 
members of the Kremlin hierarchy. 

There is also widespread specula- 
tion that Aliev is at odds with Gor- 
bachev. 

Monday marked (he first public 
appearance of three new Politburo 
members named at a plenary 
meeting last week of the party cen- 
tral committee — party propaganda 
secretary Alexander N. Yakoviev; 
economics secretary Nikolai N. 
Sylunkov; and agriculture secretary 
Viktor P. Nikonov. 

In other action Monday, the 
legislature ousted former Politburo 
member Dinmukhamed A. Kunaev 
from his scat on the Supreme 
Soviet's ndminislrativccommillee.

Dheri told The 
Associated Press. 

The fire began at about 10:30 a.m. 
Officials said it apparently started 
on the stxlh floor and spread up- 
ward. 

‘'There was a power failure and 1 
saw smoke coming out just after 
that,” said GjS. GUI. an office 

workerrescued from thesixth floor. 

“I saw the smoke, and there was 
pjntf All of ns ran lo the top floor, 
to the roof,” said Pradeep Gupla. 2S. 
who alsoworkson the sixth floor. 


Office workers were seen waving 
and screaming for help on the roof. 

The United News of India said the 
Ansal Bhavan was among 200 
multistory buildings recently iden- 
tified by the fire department as 
"fire hazardous." UNI did not say 
what the possible fire danger was. 

K.K.L. Kapur. New Delhi's lieute- 
nant governor, said when asked 
what caused the fire that ''ll most 
probably was caused by an electrical 
short clrniU.” 

Kapur told reporters at the scene 
Uiat from 300 to 400 people were 
rescued from the roof and from up- 
per floors. ■ 

A hospital official said one person 
burned to death and another suf- 
focated. Witnesses said a third per- 
son slipped from a fire ladder and 
fellto his death. 

Dr. J. K, Kolwani, who aided in 
the medical treatment, said IS peo- 
ple were hospitalized said 6S were 
'given first aid and discharged. 

A west-to-cast wind helped keep 
down casualties, said R.K. Dhard- 
waj, a senior fire officer. | 

"Thank God." Bhardwaj said. 
"Twenty to 25 people would have 
died if the wind had blown in the 
wrong direction.” 

At least 55 fire engines fought the 
blaze.

When an opponent fails to find his 
best defensive move, an alert de- 
clarer should press advantage. Af- 
ter one slight slip by EJast, here’s 
hoiv Ira Chorush of Houston. Texas, 
compressed four losers into only 
th^cc. 

Elast took his diamond ace and re- 
tunicd a diamond to South's.king. If 
South now draws trumps and plays 
the black suits himself, there b no 
wqy to avoid three more losers for 
down one. The winning answer lies 
with forcing the defense into an em- 
barrassing end play, and here's how 
Chorush did the Job. 

'/tflcr winning the diamond king, 
Ir< drew trumps and peeled off the 
two top spades. Then he led dum- 
my's diamond jack and Instead of 
ruffing, he threw his losing spade. 
Saddled with the lead, E^t was 
forced to lead a diamond for a ruff 
and discard, or a club away from his 
nee. Either way, the defense would 
score only three tricks as Ira posted 
his vulnerable game. 

Where did East miss his chance to 
beat the game? It wasn't an every- 
day obvious play (it might lose a 
trick to 10-x); however, if Ebst puls 
in his nine of diamonds at trick one. 
South cannot succeed. The defend- 
ers can maneuver the play of the di- 
amond spots to avoid the end play, 
beating the game one trick.

Survey says majority takes 
dim view of college athletics

NEW YORK - Half of all 
Americans bdlcvc sports get too 
much emphasis on college cam- 
puses, and it Is the graduates 
themselves who arc most likely lo 
deplore the attention, according to 
a Media General-Associated Press 
poll. 

The nationwide telephone poll of 
1,304 adult Americans also found 54 

E ierccnt of respondents thought col- 
ege booster clubs commonly vio- 
lated rules by giving money lo 
players. Only 18 percent said such 
violations were infrequent, and 29 
percent were unsure. 

In an era of mega-buck revenues 
— and sometimes scandal — for 
college football and basketball, 52 
percent of respondents thought 
campus sports were given too 
muen emphasis. Thirty-eight per- 
cent thought sports had the proper 
enmhasis. 

College graduates were far more 
likely man those with less educa- 
tion to say sports were overem- 
phasized In college. Seven In 10 col- 
lege graduates felt that way, com- 
pared with about half of high 
school graduates and one-third of 
those who didn’t finish high school. 

Sports scandals led Texas last 
week to become the first state 
with a law meant to curb college 
sports cheating. The law makes It 
a civil offense to violate rules of 
the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association and holds violators 
liable for monetary losses suffered 

M eir schools as a result of 
sanctions. 


Southern Methodist University 
was the Texas school most tar- 
nished by scandal. In the harshest 
penalty ever against a college 
football program, the NCAA 
suspended SMU football for 1987, 
citing $61,000 In Illicit payments lo 
13 pmyers or former players. The 
school subsequently dcclacd not to 
play football in 1988. 

In a report on the scandal issued 
last month, SMU officials said two 
booster club members controlled a 
slush fund for athletes. Several 
boosters contributed to the fund, 
the report said. 

Texas Gov. Dill Clements, once 
chairman of SMU's Board of Gov- 
ernors, stunned the state In March 
by saying he and other board 
members allowed player payments 
to continue even after SMu was 
placed on Its sixth NCAA probation 
In August 1985, 

In Inc Media Gcneral-APpoll, 64 
percent of respondents hati heard 
about the SMU scandal, and 60 
percent thought the NCAA penalty 


booster clubs In general were a bad 
Influence on campus. Nearly half — 
47 percent — thought they were a 
good influence. ancTl9 percent were 
unsure. Nine percent thought they 
had no influence at all. 

Half the respondents In the poll 
said they considered themselves 
sports fans, and ' they were 
predominantly male, aixty-four 
percent of men and 37 percent of 
women said Ihcy were sports fans. 

Sports fans were more likely 


than non-fans to have heard about 
the S.MU scandal. They were also 
more likely to think the NCAA look 
appropriate action against the 
school. And they were more likely 
than non-fans to think booster 
clubs were a good Influence on col- 
lege sports. 

Non-fans were more likely than 
fans lo think sports on campus 
were overemphasized. 

Rcspondcnls ' in the Media 
Gcncral-AP poll Included a ran- 
dom. sclcntluc sampling of 1.304 
adults across the country April I- 
10. As with all sanmic surveys, the 
results of Media <iencral-Ar tele- 
phone polls can vary from the opi- 
nions of all Americans because of 
chance variation in the sample. 

For a poll based on about 1.300 
interviews, the results arc subject 
to an error margin ol 3 percentage 
points cither way because of 
chance variations m the sample. 
That is. if one could have qucstion- 
^ all Americans with telephones, 
there is only 1 chance in 20 that the 
findings would vary from the 
results of polls such as Ibis one by 
more than 3 percentage points. 

Of course, the results could differ 
from other polls for several 
reasons.

DALLAS — Proposals to cut 
athletic scholarships and limit orga- 
nized practice ran into stiff opposi- 
tion Monday at a special NCAA con- 
vention intended to cut costs and br- 
ing big-time college sports under 
control. 

The vole on the proposals comes 


Tuesday, when delegates consider 
Items that would trim scholarships 
in men's and women's sports, shrink 
football coaching staffs from nine lo 
eight, reduce spring football prac- 
tice. and cut overall scholarship 
limits from95 to90. 

One of the -more holly debated 
amendments has caused a stir 
within the U.S. Olympic Committee 
because It would limit supervised 
training of athletes to 2G weeks an- 
nually. Coaches In swimming, gym- 
nastics and wrestling currently 
train their Olympic hopefuls year 
round. 

"Most athletes will drop out of 
school and that defeats the whole 
purpose of the legislation,'' said Jeff 
Diamond of the U.S. Swimming Fed- 
eration. "What choice do you have If 
you arc a world class athlete with a 
chance of winning a gold medal?" 

The policy-making NCAA Council 
was wrestling with wording In the 
amendment — Proposition 2 — to 
clarify the measure. 

"There could be so much discus- 
sion on Proposition 2 that wc may 
not get to the rest of the conven- 
tion," said 'Texas A&M alhlctic 
director Jackie Sherrill. 

Another controversial measure is 
a proposal to restore Division I-A
